We were obliged to hire 
hands to bury the oranges. There is 
a vast difference in eggs where the 
hens are fed on slops w grain." 


Another letttr is from Jacob Fink, 


Fairbault, Minnesota. He says: '•Can- 
non Lake is quite a shallow sheet of 
water a few miles west of this city, 
and in winter the ice is so thick that 
thousands of flsh smother to death. 
The farmers and pouutry men; to the 
vicinity, a year ago chopped up the 
dead flsh and fed them to the poultry 
And all the eggs they brought to mark- 
et had a very fishy taste; in fact, BO 
bad that their regular customers re- 
fused to purchase them.
